BEFORE OUTLINING THEIR POLICY 


House Doing Very Little Business— 
we Rumor that Mr. Randall Has Given 
His Views to Correspondents. 
ee 

Waantreton, December 13.—{Special. }— 
After a few minutes’ session the house ad- 
journed today. The first time this week, a 
ehort session at that, the house seems to give 
the impression out to the country that it will 
put off untila later day the business part of 
the session. But there is very little for the 
house to do. The message that Mr. Cleveland 
‘gent to the country a few days ago, the returns 
that have been gradually coming in since then 
in regard to the message, making up the pub- 
lic opinion of the country, has not sufliciently 
ervstalized it to any decided opinions for the 
‘house to go to work upon, Mr. Randall has 
not given as yet to the country his opinion in 
yegard tothe message. Upon Mr. Randall 
depends the whole legislative-scope of work 
that the next congress will have to do. 

He and his followers are. sufficiently strong 
to either retard or help, as they may choose to 
do, any tariff legis!ation that congress may be 
called upon to perform and his silence just 
w is considered more or less ominous in fre-

gard to assisting the president in this his favor- 
ite work. The fact that Mr. Randall has kept 


silent all this time is considered here to show 
that he has not decided to place him- 
self in antagonism with the presi- 
dent’s policy, and those who know his 
opinion declare that he has refrained from 
expressing it, simply from the desire he has 
not to place himself in antagonism to the 
president's policy. But Mr. Randall will 
speak, He intended to speak a few days ago, 
Three newspaper correspondents, who have 
his views in their possession, and who are 
avaiting upon his own consent to give them to 
the country, are more or =-less_ in 
doudt whether or not to violate the 
explicit confidence placed in them and spread 
them before the people, or else obey what was 
fntended to be an express mandate from Mr. 
tandall. Any how, it is very probable that 
avithin the next five days he will be heard from, 
and upon his decision the whole matter rests, 
for he has it absolutely in his power to either 
retard or swamp tariff reform in this country. 
Judge Baily Thomas, who passed through 
fhere the other night, and who is much inter- 
ested in the Northeastern extension by way of 
Tallulah falls, has met with somewhat of a re- 
buff in that he goes to New York in the inter- 
est of his extension, apparently to solicit Mr. 
Inman’s aid to the present connection. Mr. 
Inman has, with the Richmond and Danville, 
given rise to some very curious talk among 
those of the Georgia colony here in regard to 
Judge Thomas’s enterprise. The idea seems 
to be that the man who has now almost abso- 
lute contro] of the Richmond and Danville 
system should have been the man to have 
taken Judge Thomas's scheme at the 
very. time when its prospects were most 
doubtful. Judge Thomas has not had a 
chance to speak and those who know him, 
and have watched his fight in this matter, 
that means more to Georgia than to himself, 
are not at all concerned in regard to the ex- 
‘planation he may make of it, and a warm 
personal supporter af his to-day said the judge 
would be out on top when the returns came 
in. The road through to Knoxville, by way

A POSTAL TELEGRAPH, 


Senator Cullom'’s Bill for Its Establish- 
ment. 

Wasmtreron, December 13.—The postal 
telegraph bill introduced by Senator Collum 
today establishes a United tates tele- 
graph as a part of the postal system of the 

nited States, and, for the purpose of in- 
augurating the system, tle that the fol- 
lowing oo trunk lines shall first be con- 
structed : e from Washington, D. C., to 
Portland, Me.; one from Washington to 
Minneapolis; one from New York to Cleve- 
land ; one from Pittsburg to Topeka, Kan., via 
Columbus, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis 
and Kansas City ; one from Toledo to Detroit; 
one from Washington to Galvéston, via Rich- 
mond, Charlotte, Columbia, Augusta, Atlanta, 
Montgomery and New Orleans; one from 
Chicago to St. Louis; one from Chicago to San 
Francisco, and one from Cheyenne to Denver. 
Postal telegraph offices are to be opened at the 
places named and at all intermediate points at 
which first, second or third-class postoftices 
are established. Branch lines, it a cap 
shall be constructed from time to _ time, 
as appropriations therefor are made b 
congress the intention being to connect it wit 
all cities where the postal free delivery system 
prevails, but no additional facilities are to be 
provided in states already connected with 
trunk linés until postal telegraph offices have 
been established in every state and territory. 
The system is to be constructed in straight 
lines, as near as practicable, but regard is to be 
taken of cities that will afford the best tele- 
a facilities to the public. Lines are to 
¥e constructed by engineer corps of the army 
and then transferred to the custody of the 
postmaster general. Poles are to be of iron, 
wires of copper and all other materials of the 
best character. Eight wires are to be strun 
on the line from New York to Chicago, an 
four upon otherlines. The secretary of war is 
authorized to use military service lines of the 
United states as far as expedient, and also to 
make all necessary condemnations of lands or 
buildings at a fair compensation, All disputes 
as to what is fair compensation are to 
be settled by the court of claims. 
The secretary is further authorized to 
construct, take and use all machinery and de- 
vices, not including telegraph lines, whether 
patented or not, as shall be deemed necessary, 
compensation to be determined in the same 
manner as condemnations of land. Sums of 
moneys necessary for this purpose are appro- 
priated by the bill. A rate of ten cents foreach 
twenty words, and five cents for each addi- 
tional ten words, is fixed for distances under 
500 miles, and an additional rate of five cents 
for each 250 miles over 500. A night rate of 
‘thirty-five cents and a day rate of seventy-five 
cents is fixed for each 100 words transmitted 
for newspapers. Except that where the same 
dispatch is dropped off at more than one office, 
rates shall be twenty-five and fifty cents re- 
spectively. The office of director-general of 
telegraphs is created as part of the postoffice 
department. It is made the duty of the post- 
master-general to report to congress, after the 
passage of the act,a plan for the complete 
organization of the postal telegraph system, 
with detailed estimates of men and money 
needed. Before the system is put into oper- 
ation, a.d employes selected, examinations _are 
to be held by the civil service commission to 
determine on the fitness fof applicants. Four 
million dollars is appropriated for the location 
and construction of the telegraph lines provid- 
ed for by this act. 


CHANDLER’S ELECTION BILL. . 


He Wants a Special Law for Four Southern 
States.

Chandler has introduced a bill to regulate the 
holding “@f congressional elections In South 
Carolina, Florida, Mississippi and Louisiana. 
It provides for the appointment by the presi- 
dent,with the advice and consent of the senate, 
of four supervisors{offelection for each con gres- 
sional district in statesto which the measure 
applies, who are required to sub-divide districts 
into a sufiicient number of voting precincts. 
In each precinct the circuit court of the United 
States is to appoint four inspectors and two 
poll clerks, who are to make a registration of 
voters and conduct congressional elections. The 
supervisors are to act as a canvassing board, 
to receive returns from the inspectors and as- 
certain and declare the result of the election. 
The supervisors, inspectors and poll clerks are 
to be divided equally between the two princi- 
pal political parties. , 

The measure is made applicable only to the 
states of South Carolina, Florida, Mississippi, 
and Louisiana. Itis elaborately drawn, and 
contains minute provisions governing the 
whole matter of registration and the conduct 
of elections, together with penalties for elec- 
tion frauds. 

To an associated press reporter, who asked 
for an explanation of the theory and purpose 
of the bill, Mr. Chandler said it was drawn un- 
der the clause of the constitution which pro- 
vides that the times, places and manner of 
holding elections for representatives in con- 
gress shall be prescribed in each state by the 
legislature thereof, but congress may, by law, 
make or alter regulations. He said constitu- 
tional power is ample either to pass a general 
law for all the states, or one applicable toa 
number of states, or a special law in respect to 
any particular state. In reply toa query as 
to his purpose in limiting the operation of the 
measure to the four states named, he said: 

It is my desire to secure, if possible, the 
passage of a national election law in those 
states where there ‘‘is a manifest and avowed 
suppression of republican suffrage. In Lou- 
isiana the democratic leaders declare their in- 
tention not to allow the colored people to vote 
the republican ticket and have also asserted 
their intention to settle this question without 
the slightest regard to northern sentiment on 
the subject. Hence, I think that both north- 
ern sentiment and interests should lead to the 
passage of laws to limit the suppression of 
suffrage to elections for state offices,’’ and give 
us free suffrage for national offices. 

Mr. Chandler said his measure did not cover 
presidential electors for the reason tlfat the 
constitution gave noauthority for it. He ex- 
pressed the belief that the bill, or a similar 
one, will pass the senate and hopes that it may 
pass the honse.

R. McKeen, president of the Terre Haute and 
Indianapolis Railroad company in part pay- 
ment of $889,500, which was due to the Terre 
Haute Railroad company for stock purchased 
by Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Railroad 
company.

The indictment, as it re- 
mains, was stated in substance to defendant to 
be a charge of misapplication of the funds 
of Fidelity National bank and of making false 
entries in the books of the bank, To this de- 
fendant pleaded not guilty. Jurors summon- 
ed were then called and sworn to answer 
questions touching their fitness to serve on this 
trial. The slow process of their examination 
then began. Assistant District Attorney 
Bruce conducts the prosecution; Warner E. 
Bateman a for the defendant. 

Mr. Hopkins is attended by-His son, and two 
daughters, and Mr. O’Keefe, his scn-in-law. 
He has been so well known in Cincifinati by 
nearly all kinds of people, that the court room 
was again filled with spectators.

The Argument for the Defense 
in the Woolfolk Trial. 


COLONEL RUTHERFORD'S SPEECH 


Hie Takes the Testimony Up and Dissects 
It—A Strong Effort to Save the 
Life of His Client. 


Macon, Ga., December 13.—[Special.}—At 
@ very early hour this morning Mr. Walker 
finished his address to the jury. The house 
was packed with men, women and children, 
and the persons who have become 80 well 
known to those who frequent the courthouse, 
were all in their places. At 10:15 Captain 
John Ratherford began his speech and at 6:50 
this afternoon he is still speaking. Of Guerry’s 
statement concerning what witnesses have said, 
Mr. Rutherford was irresistible. He took the 
evidence piece by piece, laid bare the incon- 
sistency of the theory of the prosecuting at- 
torney. He made the noblest and ablest de- 
fense that was ever made before a jury in this 
county. It was the crowning effort of his life 
and worthy of the fame that he has establish- 
ed asan eminent lawyer and fearless advocate. 
The following is an abstract of his speech. 

“Gentlemen of the jury: That man had 
only spoken to me a few moments, when I felt 
as a man and a Jawyer that it was my duty to 
defend him, and upon his statement, as made 
on that stand, I ain willing to rise or fall.” 


Captain Rutherford paid 
ATTENTION AS THE PRESS 


in one fleeting moment. 

“Oh, how the papers Nave dwelt in graphic 

rticularity upon thiscnime. It was a feast 

orthem. Strange as it may appear, there is 
something in the public appetite that calls for 
sensation, and the papers seize every opportu- 
nity to feed it to them.”’ 

He entered into an elaborate argument on 
every detail. He picked up point after point 
and dissected it into the minutest particles. 
Every feature of the evidence was presented 
in a clear, compact and strong light. 
at considerable length, and with great force, 
mpon the theory of the state that only Tom 

oolfolk perpetrated the crime. The theory 
of the state fails tothe ground. The chain is 
broken. One man could not have perpetrated 
the deed alone and unaided. 

It is a physical impossibility that Tom Wool- 
folk, or any other single man, could have 
done it. ‘li standin the presence of my Cre- 
ator and declare that I do not believe that one 
man could have committed the terrible trage- 
dy alone.” 

Captain Rutherford uttered these words as a 
man who believed what he said. He spoke 
them with great emphasis and fire, with 
hands raised and eyes uplifted heavenward. 
His form seemed to gpand and rise several 
inches e¢ the declaration was uttered with all 
the meznificent eloquence of the great orator. 
It mad. a deepimpression on all present. Cap- 
tain Rutherford asked the sheriff to hand him 
the ax with which the!butchery was made. He 
took the ax by the short handle and imitated 
how the blows might have been made. The 
scene was quite a dramatic one and thrilled 
the entire assembly, who, in imagination, saw 
the dreadful hlows being inflicted; heard the

and groans of the dying victims; saw the 
streams of warm life-blood spurting over the 
bed, on the sides of the walls and up against 
the ceiling; heard the rushing of feet about 
the house in the desperate effort to escape the 
midnight assassin. Saw little Annie, crouch- 
ing, with half covered head, near the 
window, through which she hoped to leap out 
of the reach of death. 

A witness in describing the wounds stated 
that most of the death blows had been made 
by the backof the ax, but that one or two of 
them looked as if they were made. by the 
sharp edge of the ax. On oneof the bodies, 
testimony said, that there was blows inflicted 
both by the edge and the eye of the ax. 
Counsel Rutherford in handling the ax in- 
quired: 

*Wouldaman in that bloody hour, who 
was dealing death blows with the back of the 
ax, take time to stop, turn the ax and strike 
with thes’ arp edge? No, gentiemen of the 
jury,no, ..0, no.”’

NEWNAN INDIGNANT 


At the Conduct of Professor Sheeut, Who is 
Charged With Breaking a Contract. 

Newnan, Ga., December 13.—[Special.]— 
The board of public education of the city of 
Newnan advertised extensively during the fall 
months for an efficient superintendent to in- 
augurate their public school system, which be- 
gins January Ist, next, and set November 8th 
as the time for considering applications and 
electing the officer. They received many ap- 
plications, both by letter and in person, from 
several other states, as well as their own. Af- 
ter much discussion they finally elected J. 
Cuthbert Shecut, of Augusta, he having sent 
in his application, stating the salary he want- 
ed and the manner of paying the same. The 
board acceded to his demands and notified him 
of his preference. On November 19th he ac- 
cepted the position and said “it was the test 
honor of his life.” The following Wednesday 
he came to Newnan, met the board and made 
the necessary arrangements for his early re- 
moval to this place. 

On November 29th, without any previous in- 
timation, he writes a long and ‘‘gushing’’ let- 
ter, like a love-sick school girl, resigning the 
position of superintendent of the public schools 
of Newnan, violating a solemn contract, with- 
out assigning any cause therefor, - but using 
this strange sentence: ‘For twenty years l 
have lived and labored among the people of 
Augusta, and have taken such deep root in 
their affections that they are loath 
to give me up.” -Continuing, he says: 
“Suffice it to say that inducements have 
been offered me to remain, which are of such 
a flattering nature that J cannot, in justice to 
myself and family, refuse them.” 

Coming atsucha late date, when all other 
arrangements are made for opening the school 
on the Ist of January, it places the board of 
education and the community at large in a 
eculiar situation of a very damaging nature.

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Four Extensive Distilleries Seized 
| in One Day. 


THE WORK OF TWO SHARP DEPUTIES. 


The Stilla Operated Under Ground—Feu, 
Notorious Moonshiners Routed--Colonel 
Alexander’s Remarkable Feat. 


The most daring and successful revenue raid 
ever accomplished in the south since the ser- 
vice was established, occurred last Sunday in 
Pickens county. a 

The raid was made by Colonel I. W. Alex- 
ander, one of the most intrepid officers in the 
department, assisted by Deputy Stephens. 

Colonel Alexander received intimation as 
long ago as last August that the Pettit broth- 
ers, Moss and Turner, four notorious moon- 
shiners, were operating an extensive illicit 
distillery somewhere in the neighborhood of 
Jasper, in Pickens county. The revenue men 
followed up all clues and trails but would in 
the end find themselves at fault. If there 
were any stills in that part of the country they 
were ingeniously concealed, for the most per- 
sistent and vigilant endeavors of the deputies 
failed to discover them. Colonel Alexander 
was not discouraged, however, and he resolved 
that he would yet ferret out the moonshiners 
and capture their still. Last week he received 
certain information that caused him to locate 
the long-looked for conga about five 
miles to the west of Jasper. Accordingly he 

yressed into service Deputy Stephens, one of 
his most trusty men, and prepared to make the 
raid. Saturday night found him in the woods 
adjoining the plantation on which he felt sure 
the still was hidden. He and his man laid 
quiet until shortly before daybreak Sunday, 
when they stealthily crept toward a hole into 
which they had described several figures en- 
tering, and they listened. Suppressed voices 
could be instinctly heard below. Evidently: 
the officers were on the right track. They did 
not remain inactive long. Their time had 
come and they lowered themselves into. the 
opening. Their approach was observed by 
some of the workmen, who gave the alarm and 
the moonshiners scampered away, making 
their exit from the other side of the distillery. 
One of them,was followed several hundred 
yards, but escaped in the darkness, Assoon as 
it was light enough to admit of a search being 
made Colonel Alexander and his companion 
thoroughly explored the subterranean distil- 
lery. It was a very extensive concern. 

There was an excavation about 
thirty feet square. In it a one hundred gallon 
still was in operation. A large quantity of 
mash and beer was found, but no whisky could 
be discovered. It was subsequently learned 
that the men had carried off, the night before, 
several hundred gallons of liquor. The distil- 
lery was fully equipped for turning out twenty 
gallons of whisky a day. The raiders were 

uzzled to understand how the distillery could 
1ave been run without water. It is well under- 
stood, among all who are familiar with the 
business, that. distilleries are always near 
water. This site being far removed from any 
water course is the reason, perhaps, why the 
otticers never before suspected its existence. 
A close examination of the cavern 
revealed the secret. From the 
sides of. a muddy log water was dripping. 
The earth was brushed aside and the conduit 
was found to be hollow trees joined together. 
These wooden pipes ran a distance of not less 
than 200 yards. The way in which they were 
connected showed considerable ingenuity. In- 
deed, the interior arrangements all denoted the 
well known cunning of the Moonshiner. All 
that was valuable about the still was saved, 
but all else was. destroyed. 

After leaving this underground distillery 
the raiders became satisfied that they could 
find another one near by. After some little 
time and trouble they struck a fresh trail and 
followed it successfully to the end. Only a 
quarter ofa mile away they seized another 
underground distillery, nearly as extensive as 
the other. This was similarly arranged and 
was found to have a capacity for a dail 
put of l5gallons. A large quantity of magh 
and beer wasfound. This was destroyed and 
the copper still was saved. No arrests were 
made, the owner and his men having beat a 
retreat upon the raiders’ approach. 

About four hundred yards from this place 
another large distillery was seized. This, too, 
was hidden under the ground. The ground 
over it was cultivated, and the entrance and 
exits were cunningly concealed from view. 
The interior arrangements were like those 
described. 

{Tojthe amazement of the officeis another sub- 
terranean whisky manufactory was run upon. 
This was about as large as the first. Just be- 
fore the officers’ approach the workmen had 
been busy, but§none of them were captured. 
A good deal of material was here destroyed. 

hese four extensive distilleries were situat- 
ed in a radius of one mile. They have been in 
operation for four or five years. Their seizure 
is regarded 7 Collector Crenshaw as a most 
important achievement. Since they started to 
the present time they must have made ten 
thousand gallons of whisky. : 

Collector Crenshaw has exercised rare dis- 
cretion in selecting his deputies, who are men 
of nerve and judgment. They are men who 
never bring discredit upon the service. 

Colonel Alexander, who planned and exe- 
cuted this raid, is regarded as one of the most 
fearless men in the state. The adventures 
through which he has passed would make an 
interesting and thrilling book if properly told.

The Clapper of the Bell of Georgia Univer- 
sity Missing. 

ATHENS, Ga., December 13.—[Special.]— 
The University ef Georgia, one of the most 
excellent institutions in the south, probably 
has as quiet a set of students as can be found 
anywhere. They are studious and manly fel- 
lows, coming from the best families in the 
state. Sometimes the boys take it into their 
heads to have a little fun, and when they do 
they have it, and of course take the conse- 
quences. 

One cool, dark night, not long ago, tha hoys 
got it into their heads, at least a few of them 


did, that it would be a fine joke to deprive the - 


bell, which hangs in the tower of the chapel, 
of its clapper. Securing a means of entrance 
into the building, theyfound no difficulty in 
reaching the bell. But asto how they got the 
clapper no one knows except the boys who got 
it. One thing is certain, however, it tcgk 
hard work to secure the bell and clapper, for 
they were welded together. Time after time 
have attempts been made in the past three or 
four years to get this clapper, but not one has 
ever been successful nutil this last one. 

The faculty several years ago decided, uvon 
the loss of the bell clapper, to have one put in 
80 tightly as to avoid this. annoyance, and it 
worked well and for six years the bell has not 
been deprived of its clapper. It is not known 
what has gone With the clapper.

When the fire was 
discovered the Forest City, owned by the libel- 
lant, steamed up tothe steamship: and began 
playing streams of water into her hold. After 
the ship was filled with water the Forest City, 
the Constitution and the Cambria, all owned 
by the libellant, pumped the waterout. Li- 
bellant estimates the value of the Naples at 
$135,000 and the cargo at $216,000, for saving 
which the proper salvage is asked.

PREPARATIONS AT BHE WHITE HOUSE 


The Tendency to Pay Attention to Distin- 
guished Foreigners—Strict Etiquette— 
A Well-Kanown Actress, Etc. 


Wasuineton, December 12.—[Special.]—- 
Everything promises to make this the gayest 
and most prominent season socially that Wash- 
ington has ever had. 

Mrs. Cleveland has began preparations for 
an unusually active life at the white house this 
winter, and has now with her five lady friends 
whose stay will be somewhat indefinite. The 
wives of the cabinet ministers who entertain a 
great deal during thé season have been especial- 
ly active thus far in making it pleasant and 
agreeable for Washington society, and the rep- 
resentatives of other cities, and Mrs. Whitney, 
] Mrs. Endicott, and Mrs, Vilas, while they 

have not given anv very extensive or elaborate 
entertainments, have contributed a number of 
purely social affairs to the society of the 
capital. 

‘he tendency to run after distinguished 
Englishmen, usually supposed to be character- 
istic of New York, is by no means uncommon 
here. 

Itis no wonder that the English people 
like to come to America, for no where do they 
receive the same amount of condescending po- 
liteness and entertainment that they do in our 
large cities. The longer the better, the more 
elaborate and long continued are the festivities 
that are given in their honor, but it has re- 
cently been demonstrated that even an Eng- 
lishman without a title has some show in so- 
ciety here 

Several weeksago, Mr. Joseph Chamberiain, 
the accredited representative of the English 
govment arrived in this country, presumably to 
attend to the complicated interests of his coun- 
try, onthe subject of the Canadian fisheries. 
It is difficult to see how Mr. Chamberlain can 
have accomplished much in the direction no- 
ted, considering the number of entertainments 
given in his honor. 

When he was in New York, every evening 
until very latehe was dining or dancing in 
some select quarter. and it required the whole 
of the succeeding day to fit him forthe oner- 
ous duties occasioned by the next entertain- 
ment. And ever since his arrival in this city 
the poor man has been going through the same 
round of enjoyments, until, it is said, that he 
has positively forgotten the very mission that 
brought him over. 

And wherever he goes about this beautiful 
city, the very home and nest of liberty and re- 
publican institutions, he is always a bigger 
man than any of his escort. If he attends a 
reception at the white house, notwithstanding 
his size, he completely overshadows the _presi- 

dent ; if he goes toan evening at Mrs. Whit- 
ney’s, he becomes a more celebrated character 
than the blessed baby at that lovely home; 
and even when he goes over to Capitol hill and 
takes a place in the gallery of the house or the 
senate, he is the lion that gets all the attention 
and notice, much to the indignation of the 
new congressmen, who have not yet 
been fully initiated into the 
social mysteries and requirements of Wash- 
ington life. 

It requires the attention of an appointed 
amannuensis to attend to Mr. Chamberlain’s in- 
vitations, and duringghis stay, the city post- 
office has placed an extra postman on his 
route in nila to “facilitate the delivery of the 

large increase of mail that goes to his hotel. 

The only comparison that will show, in the 
least degree, Mr. Chamberlain’s popularity 
will be to consider him with Oscar Wilde, who 
had a pretty good sort of time while in the 
states. . But the long haired Oscar’s populari- 
ty was said to be intensely feminine, while Mr. 
Chamberlain has enough sense to make him 
decidedly of a favorite with the men. 

It is hoped that no one will confound Mr. 
Chamberlain with the proprietorship of that 
well known and frequented place on .Four- 
teenth street called by the same name. While 
he has been seen to enter therein, it is stated 
on the best authority that he is in no way re- 
lated to the proprietor and in no way inter- 
ested in the protits. 

The English government, famous every- 
where for its diplomatic agents, has more than 
sustained its reputation in sending Mr. Cham- 
beriain to America. If the fisheries trouble 
will remain in abeyance until he mgkes his re- 
port, the good people of both lands are unnec- 
essarily troubling themselves by praying that 
all trouble may be averted.

Cabinet ladies all re- 
ceive on Wednesday, wives of congressmen 
and farmy ofiicers on Tues day, and the ladies 
of the supreme court judg ves on Monday. 

This recalls the story of a well known west- 
ern man who came to Washington last winter 
and having an extensive acquaintance among 
the notabies concluded to call. Beginning 
with the highest he commenced Monday to 

cnll upon the families of the cabinet ofticers, 
aad devoted the following days to the wives of 
lesser dignitaries. After v isiting steadily for a 
week and seeing no one during the whole time 
he confidentially told a friend that he was de- 
termined to leave the party as he neverin his 
life had been treated so discourteously. It re- 
quired along time to convince him that no 
discourtesy was meant, buteven to this day he 
has a very poor opinioy of social customs ‘and 
society.

A Government Franchise. 
The impression seems to prevail among 
those who are opposed to the government 
assuming direct charge of a telegraph sys- 
tem of its own, or of its regulating existing 
systems, that the telegraph franchise of the 
government extends the privilege of abso- 
lute control to the companies doing business 
by authority of the laws of the country. 
Nothing can be further wrong than this, 
for in chartering public corporations the 
government certainly does not yield its 
authority to prevent an abuse of the privi- 
leges which it grants. As to a postal tele- 
graph, it is argued that there is too serious 
a question of vested rights to make it really 
justifiable. If the ‘“‘vested rights’? of the 
corporations now operating the telegraph 
systems of the country allows them to make 
an absolute monopoly of the business, 
charging exorbitant tolls and fattening 
their treasuries at the expense of the pub- 
lic, then the government has no right to in- 
terfere; but, the ‘‘vested rights’’ of these 
corporations guarantees the protection of 
the government, which demands in turn an 
efficient and reasonable service. If the 
latter is abused the government must pro- 
tect its people even, if necessary, by with- 
drawing the former and establishing a sys- 
tem of its own. 
The public does not demand that the tele- 
graph companies do business at other than 
paying rates; but it does, and has a right to 
demand that they shall not use their fran- 
chises for extortion. 
It may not be necessary to establish a 
system user tl federal control to protect 
the publie, Congress has the power to 
regulate the matter and should do go. If it 
does not succeed then other measures must 
be adopted.

After the overthrow of Napoleon Bonaparte, his 
brother Joseph, who had been king of Spain, and 
his nephew, Prince Murat, son of the king of Italy, 
became refugees and fled to America, They brought 
with them an unlimited amount f wealth. Joseph 
w:shed to purchase property and build a residcnze 
fit for an ex-king, but the laws of this courtry were 
then such that an alien could not hold real estate. 
He did not wish to.become a citizen of the United 
States, and he applied to the legislatures of several 


states to pass a special act allowing him to 
hold land. They’ all refused to do this 
until he applied to the legislature of New 


Jersey; here he was successful; the legislature 
granting both himand Prince Murat the right to 
purchase and holdland. They purchased the Bor- 
dentown tract, and erected magnificent buildings, 
furnished them with costly furniture from abroad, 
with rare painting and statuary. The grounds sur- 
rounding were laid out in magnificent style and ex- 
quisite taste, and the parks were filled with deer, 
hare and other animals. Bonaparte had earnestiy 
desired to buy land and buildin Philadelphia, but 
the people of this city, and the legislature of Penn-

taunt Jerseymen with having imported the king of 
Spain to become theirruler, and therefore called 
Jerseyman Spaniards.

James Schley Hook was born in Louisyille, 
Ga., but when he was qnite young his father,

He was admitted to the bar after a 
creditable examination before he was eighteen 
yearsold. Attheage of twenty he removed 
to Sandersville, Washington county, and en- 
tered upon the practice of his profession. At 
the age of twenty-six he married Miss Emily 
J. Harris, the daughter of Mr. Daniel Harris, 
one of the leading ne of the county, and 
the sister of ev. Thomas M. Harris, 
now pastor of Hunter street Christian 
church, in this city. When Mr. Hook went to 
Washington county the temperance question 
was being agitated, and he rapidly established 
himself as one of the most eloquent champions 
of the temperance cause. He also organized 
a young men’s debating society in Sanders- 
ville, which flourished for fifteen years, and 
during that period he gained great reputation 
in the debating halls, at the bar, and on the 
temperance hustings as a forcible debater, a 
zealous advocate and an eloquentorator. At 
that time it was declared that he had no sune- 
rior as an advocate. He met with success the 
ablest members of the bar, and swayed judge, 
jury and spectatars with his eloquence. There 


the Dick Clark case. Clark was a young Irish- 
man, accused of stealing and the evidence 
seemed against him, but when Judge Hook 
concluded his speech in his defense the judge 
and jury were in tears, and when the verdict of 
‘not guilty,’’ was announced the crowd burst 
into applause. His famous speeches in the 
Pounds’ case, in Hancock, where he was 
opposed by Alex and Linton Stephens and Bob 
Toombs, are yet spoken of by the citizens of 
that county. Owing to his temperance princi- 
ples he was twice defeated for the legislature 
in Washington county, but in 1861, though re- 
fusing to be a candidate, he was elected by a 
complimentary majority to a seat in the house. 
He was a member of the convention that nom- 
inated Franklin Pierce for president. Though 
opposed to secession he tendered his services 
as a private in one of the companies leaving 
his county for the war and to the governor, but 
was rejected by both because of his wretched 
health and physical condition. In 1862 he was 
appointed by Governor Brown judge of the 
superior court of the middle circuit and served 
with ability upon the bench until 1867. In 
this year he removed again to Augusta whero 
he hassince lived and practiced his profession. 
JudgeHook has hadlittle to do with politics, but 
is a democrat of the old school, and has never 
voted any other ticket. He is a consistent 
member of the Christian church.

A strange fact was that though the engine 
of the freight was hadty smashed up. the head- 
light was not so much as cracked, and the light 
was burning as if nothing had happened. The 
engine was a new Baldwin, No. 33. 

Mr. Carson, the dead engineer, was one of 
the best men fon the road. He was abeut 
thirty years of age,quiet, sober and industrious, 
He had been with the road for about cight 
months, having formerly been on the main 
line of the East Tennessee. His home wag 
at Knoxville and his remains were sent there 
yesterday. He is a married man, but the exe 
tent of his family cannot be learned. 

It seems that none cf the employes of the 
road are to blame for the accident. How the 
switch came to be turned nobody Knows. 
When passenger train 55, going to Anniston 
passed through it was allright. This was two 
hours before the accident. 

The coroner’s jury found that the accident 
was due to some malicious person turning 
the switch. The railroad authorities say 
they have no reason to suspect any particular 
person or persons. 

For several hours passengers were transfere 
red at the scene of the wreck, but last night 
the trains were going through all right.

THE RIGID RESTRICTIONS ENFORCED 


A Point Raised by Alderman Hemphill— 
Mr. Angier’s Remarks ~Revoking Whole- 
sale Licenses—Mr. Rice’s Ordinance. 


The members of the general council were 
tardy in arriving yesterday afternoon, and it 
was near 3:30 o’clock when Mayor Cooper 
called the body to order. When Olerk Gold- 
gmith calledthe roll every member, save Al- 
@erman Mecaslin, answered to his name. 

SUBMITTING A REPORT.” 

Councilman Augier arose, holding a printed 


giip in his hand, and said: 

“Your committee has performed the very 
onerous, delicate and difficult duty of framing 
an ordinance to regulate the liquor traftic to 
the best of our ability; and I am happy to say 
there will be no minority and majority re- 
ports. We are not divided, but are unani-- 
mous. Our work is submitted as the result of 
conflicting views—is the outcome of a com- 

mise. No member of the committee was so 
gtubborn, or self-opinionated as to be wedded 
to but one view. We have been inspired by a 
motive of good fellowship and an earnest 
yearning to restore peace and harmony among 
a divided people. We want this strife to 
cease, and we hope this ordinance may be a 
permanent adjustment of this angry issue; 
and with this fire brand quenched, with 
this disturbing issue removed, and 
with our people at amity and freunited, and 
only vieing with each other to send our be- 
loved, native city bounding on the high road 
to progress and prosperity, the stragglers and 
sore heads will soon disappear, and their occa- 
gional discordant eltings drowned in the 
giad refrain and mighty shout of a contented 
and pacified people. Let this settlement be 
respected and honored as was the old Missouri 
compromise ; except that unlike it, let no un- 
filial or disloyal son of Atlanta raise his impi- 
ous hand to shake or tear down this enduring 
work ; which, if left untouched, will be a mon- 
mment to those who healed the breach. ‘Let 
us have peace ;’ as Atlanta has other interests 
to protect besides whisky, and other evils to 
suppress besides intemperance ; and to the pro- 
motion of her other great and varied interests, 
and to the removal of other sins, let us ‘‘shake 
hands across the bloody chasm,” and be good 
friends and kind neighbors once more, now 
and forever.”’

SOME QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

After reading the above ordinance Mr. An- 
gier paused a moment and said: “‘If there be 
no objection, I will read the ordinance the 
second time.’”? There was no objection and 
the long paper was read again. 

Then the question of passing it came up. 
Alderman Hemphill asked the ‘mayor if the 
county commissioners had not just decided 
that there should be a license of $2,000 re- 
quired of dealers in the country. 

The mayor replied in the affirmative. 

“Then,” said Alderman Hemphill, opening 
a copy of the statutes, ‘‘I will read the section 
bearing upon the question,’’ and he read sec- 
tion 1422, as follows: ‘‘Corporate towns may 
grant license, when said provisions do not ap- 
ply to any corporation, town, or city which by 
charter, has power to grant _ licenses, 
Provided, the fees for licenses are at least as 
much in said city as are required by law in the 
county.”’ “Iam no lawyer,’’ continued Mr. 
Hemphill, ‘‘but tomy mind this law is clear 
and explicit and prevents the city from re- 
quiring a smaller license than is fixed for the 
county.”’ 

Alderman Gramling said that he did recog- 
nize the force of this suggestion, because at a 
time when the license in the county was $2,000 
the license was only $500 in the city. 

Judge Pendleton, the city attorney, was 
asked to give his opinion of the statute which 
Alderman Hemphill had read, and he re- 
plied: “It is my HEN that a city has no au- 
thority to grant a license to retail liquor, un- 
less the amount charged by the city for such 
license is as much as the county charges for a 
similar license.’ 

“This being the law,’”’ remarked Alderman 
Hemphill, “ft do not see how we can ignore it, 
and I move that the license of $1,500, recom- 
mended in the committee’s ordinance, be 
changed to $2,000,” 

Alderman Collier said he would have to 
yote against Mr. Hemphill’s proposition, but 
that he did so reluctantly. “I think,” con- 
tinued he, “that there is considerable doubt 
about the question and I am willing to give 
myself the benefit of the doubt. Ido this be- 
cause I believe the ordinance now under con- 
sideration will go a long way toward solving 
the liquor question. It will, I am convinced, 
bring peace and harmony.”’ 

Alderman Hemphill: ‘‘I_am as much in 
favor of peace and unity as Mr. Collier is, but 
I do not see how this thing can be done with- 
out violating the law.”’ 

Councilman Angier: ‘We have received 
no ofticial notification of the county commis- 
sioners’ action with regard to the license.’’ 

Alderman Hemphill: ‘‘Ilasked the mayor 
the question not as mayor, but as the clerk of 
the county commissioners, and he gave us the 
information.’”’ 

“The law,’’ resumed Mr. Angier, “takes no 
notice of fractions of days. Now, suppose the 
law as stated is correct, and the commissioners 
did meet today and set a $2,000 license. If we 
set a $1,500 license on the saz-e day, our action 
is contemporaneous with theirs. We are not 
to conform our action today to what is said to 
have been done by them on the same day, or at 
the same time, in the eyesofthe law. This con- 
clusion is, I think, conclusive. I don’t see 
any way to evade its force. It may be that if 
the general council takes action now it will 
antedaie, in law. what the county commis- 
sioners did a few hours before. I am satisfied 
that the saggestion has much force in it,and I 
trust that Alderman Hemphill will see it as I 
do and withdraw his amendment.”’ 

The city attorney expressed the opinion that 
Mr. Angier’s position was probably tenable. 

Mr. Hemphill: “‘Iam impressed with the 
strength of Mr. Angier’s point and I will, 
therefore, withdraw my amendment.”’ 

The ordinance came up on its passage, and 
every member voted for it. 

Thus was the question of retail license dis- 
posed of, 

REVOKING WHOLESALE JAICENSES. 
Councilman Angier rose and said: 
‘‘T move to repeal or revoke all the gallon 
wholesale liquor licenses. The saturnalia of 
drunkenness and carnival of crime of last Sat- 
urday night was shocking in its horrible de- 
tails. My own opinion is one cause of drunk- 
enness here and in the United States is this: 
too much mawkish maudlin sympathy is free- 
ly expended on the loathsome sot. As long as 
public opinion tolerates and heroizes the 
drunkard, just as long. will you see drunken- 
ness; but let the public opinion outlaw and so- 
ciety ostracise the sot, and he will become very 
rare. ‘I'he saloon exists only in response to a 
public demand, and remove the demand, and 
the supply will eease. Boycott the barroom, 
and let it dry up for want of patronage, is the 
best and most lasting prohibition.. But whether 
Saturday night’s pandemonium be due to a 
misjudged public sympathy, or is an incident 
and outcropping of the suppressed enthasiam 
of the over-zealous that had to have a vent or 
an outlet, or they woulda ‘‘bust,’’ to whatever 
due, these galion men have abused their privi- 
lege and embarrassed our party by their brazen 
course ; and they should be made to feel that 
the antis can approve no such scandalous con- 
duct. I condeimn it just as I did the wholesale 
dishing out of beer atthe Kimball house in the 
summeg of 1886. Such men are dead weight to 
carry, and we should unload them.’’ 
“Please submit your resolution in writing, 
Mr. Angier,’’ Mayor Cooper said. 
Mr. Angier sent up the following, which 
Clerk Goldsmith read: 
Resolved, That the wholesale licenses to sell ar- 
dent spirits by the gallon, be revoked at once on re- 
funding the money for the unused time, and the 
clerk so notify the parties immediately.” 
Alderman Dorsey said: ‘I object to that 
resolution. It gives no reason for this pro- 
posed wholesale revoking of the licenses. The 
mover ought to give some reason, and a good 
one for it. When you issue licenses to dealers 
and they pay their money for them they have 
the rightto sell. I think the resolution faulty 
because it does not specify a reason for the re- 
yocation. The ground ought to be given in 
the resolution. The courts have decided cases 
like this, and the ground for it should be given 
when you revoke a license. This proposition 
is neither right nor law.”’ 
Mr. Angier: ‘‘Then I will put in my reason. 
Here it is,”’ handing the following to the clerk, 
who read it: 

“On the ground that it was very doubtful as to 
the right of the city to issue the same and because 
the said licenses are in conflict with the general 
policy of the city ag to regulating the liquor traffic, 
and because the said licenses have been productive 
of gross disordcr.” 

‘he resolution was unanimonsly adopted. 

THE WHOLESALE LICENSE ORDINANCE. 
Councilman Rice submitted-an ordinance 
relating tothe granting of wholesale liquor 
licenses. He handed it to Clerk Goldsmith, 
who read it as follows: 

Au ordinance to regulate the sale of spirituous and 
malt liquors at wholesgle in the city of AUanta: 
Be it ordained by the mayor and general council

exceeding 2500 and thirty days’ imprisonment, one 


or both, at the discretion of the court, 

See, 4. This ordinance is drawn and will be en- 
forced on the authority granted in the charter allow- 
ing the city to control the sale of spiritaous and 
malt liquors in said city, and under the police 
= vested in said city, under her charter now in 

See. 5. All persons, firms. corporations or com- 
panies before Cngaging in the wholesale dealing of 
Sperisnone or malt liquors shall make application to 
the general council for license to carry on said busi- 
ness, It shall be written in each licenseanda part of 
thesame that upon yviolat’on of any of the state laws 
touching the sale of syirituous,or malt liquors, or 
any of the ordinances of thi: city, their Hcense shall 
be forfeited ana they shall be prouibited from re- 
entering upon the sale for two years, and shall, 
upon conviction, pay a fine of $100 and costs or 
Serve in prison for thirty days—one or both in the 
discretion of the court.’ 

Alderman Hemphill moved that the ordin- 
ance be referred to the special committee of 
seyen, and his motion was adopted. 

ACCEPTING AN INVITATION. 

Councilman Greene said: ‘‘There is a gentle- 
man present who wishes to convey to the coun- 
cid aninvitation. I move that Colonel Hulbert 
be heard. 

Thereupon Colonel Hulbert formally invited 
the mayor and members of the council to attend 
a meeting next Thursday night in the interest 
of the Atlanta and Selma railroad. He said 
that a committee of Selma citizens would reach 
Atlanta Thursday and would be present at the 
meeting. These gentlemen, he thought, ought 
to be well received. The chamber of commerce 
had accepted the invitation, and he trusted 
this body would do the same. 

On motion of Councilman Roy, the invitation 
was accepted. 

Mr, Gramling moved that Mr. Angier’s 
resolution revoking the wholesale licenses be 
reconsidered, with the idea of referring it to 
the special committee of seven. 

“T don’t see the reason of this,” said Mr. 
Angier, ‘‘but if the council wishes to thus dis- 
pose of it, I have no objection.”’ 

Mr. Mitchell opposed Mr. Gramling’s mo- 
tion, 

The motion to reconsider was put and lost 
by a vote of 12 to 4. 

Those who voted ‘‘yea,’? were—Alderman 
Gramling, Jand Councilmen Beutell, Tanner 
and Allen. 

Those who voted “nay,” were—Aldermen 
Collier, Hemphill and Dorsey, and Council- 


.men Kinyon, Rice, Roy, Nelson, Angier, 


Boynton, Green and Bell. \ 
The council adjourned, having disposed of 
all the business before it.

Ores, it J. Ellis, pastor of Evans chapel, 
read the 23d Psalm, one of Dr. Orr's favorites, 
and a portion of the 14th chapter of John. 

Rev. John Jones offered up a very appro- 
priaie and touching prayer. 

The choir then sang, ‘‘How blest the right- 
eous when he dies.”’ : 
REV. MR. ELLIS’S REMARKS, 

As the basis of his remarks Rev. Mr. Ellis 
read the following from second Timothy, 4th 
chapter, bth to &th verses inclusive: 

“For I am now ready to be offered, and the 
time of my departure is at hand. I have 
fought a good fight; I have finished my course ; 
I have kept the faith. Henceforth there is 
laid up for me a crown of righteousness, which 
the Lord the righteous judge shall give me at 
that day.”’ 

Dr. Ellis said: “I do not propose to expound 
or amplify this text. I suggest it as eminently 
appropriate to this occasion. 

‘Paul was never grander at Phillippi singing 
songs in jail or fighting with the wild beasts at 
Ephesus than when he contemplated death, 
himself the conquering hero. 

“From a personal knowledge of Dr. Orr, I 
believe that he entertained the same sentiments 
as announced by Paul in the text. Dr. Orr 
fous lit a good fight; he has finished his course ; 
he has kept the faith. 

“Dr. Orr was truly a public man. He be- 
longed to the whole state. All men honored 
him, and his loss today is felt as a personal be- 
reavement While he was a firm believer in 
the doctrines of the Methodist church, to which 
he belonged, he was not partisan or sectarian. 
and Catholic 
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He was large-hearted 
in spirit He owas a_ servant. of 


God long before he felt that he was a child 
of God. He was a zealous class leader and 
steward, but he did notifeel the assurance. In 
this frame of mind he picked up ‘“‘the young 
Marooners’’ to read as recreation when he was 
attracted] by the statement concern- 
ing the conversion of one of the 
characters. The history of the conversion led 
him to that passage: ‘“*‘And Abraham believed 
God and it was accounied to him forfrighteous- 
ness.”’ That faith was with him during life. 
He had alow opinion of his Christian attain- 
ments, and asense of his own unworthiness 
and entire dependence. Itis not extravagant 
of Dr. Orr, to say that he led a pure, devoted 
Christain life. He was above reproach. 
If he had any faults I was unable to discover 
them. He was sincere; there was no guile on 
his lips, no deceit in his heart. You could 
trust him. He was gentle and kind hearted. 
Men respected, honored and loved him. His 
eng was a blessing like sunshine on a 

right May morning. He was a pure hearted 
Christian. There was neither blot nor blur on 
his moral character. No man was ever rever- 
encec more highly or was loved more ardently 
Im the family circle than Dr. Orr. As the 
head of the family he was firm, but he ruled 
With the sceptre of kindness and by the law of 
love. ’ 

“Dr. Orr has gone, but he has left upon his 
family, his friends and the state the impress of 
&@ grand, truc, noble, Christian life, and it will 
éver be pleasure, joy and inspiration to think 
of his virtues, his purity and Christian life. 
He has entered upon his reward.” 

REV. DR. TUCKER’S TRIBUTE. 


Rev. H. H. Tucker, D.D., LL. D., said: 
“Everybody knew Dr. Orr. His fame was 
nationa’.

of the high eulogy just pronounced on him.

Against Prohibition. 
THE FATE OF FOUR COLORED ANTIS 


Action of the First Congregational Church 
—Members Expelled for Their Politi- 
cal Views—The Trial. 


The sensational trial of four members of the 
colored Congregational church, first noted ‘in 
last Friday’s issue of Tum ConstrruTion, has 
culminated. 

It will be remembered that the congrega- 
tion, led by a white minister, Dr. Evarts Kent, 
was practically solid for prohibition. Enough 
of the niembers were “anti,’’ however, to 
originate # discussion as violent as it was 
unique. . ' 

On. the 30th day of November J. C. Hug- 

ins, atailor, near the railroad crossing on 
hitehall street, received this communication 
rom the clerk of the church: 


“Mr. J. C. Hueco ns—Dear Brother: Brother Jaegb: ; 


Fuller p efers charges against you for violating your 
church covenant in working for the return of the 
rum traffic to thiscity. The committee of the 
church have voted to receive the charges and notify 
you to meet them next Monday night, December 5, 
at the church at 7:30 p. m. to answer above charges. 
Rosa Morrxueapd, Secretary. 

Charlie Harper, the well known hackman, 
received a similar communication, and also 
Mieh Mitchell—an anti orater of no small -re- 
pute in the last election, except that in his 
case Deacon Smith was the “preferring” 
brother, and Dougherty Hutchins was charged 
with violation of the aforesaid covenant ‘‘by 
drunkenness and abusive language toward the 
church, bringing dishonor upon it.”’ 

It-appears that the matter then passed intoa 
standing committee of the church, all the 
members of which were ardent prohibition- 
ists. The 

MINUTES OF THAT COMMITTEE 
read as follows: 

“Deeember 1, 1887,—A meeting of the church 
committee was held Monday night. Present— 
Deacons Morrell, Simpson, Smith and White, and 
Brethren Badger, Delbridge, Williams, Wall and 
Fuller, and Miss Blood. The following members of 
th® church met the committee on charges preferred 
against them: Brothers Mich Mitchell, J. C. Hug- 
gins, C. H. Harper and Dougherty Hutchins. & 
charges. These charges being read and the state- 
ments of these four brethren foeing listened to, it 
was voted unanimously that the committee recom - 
mend to the church the withdrawal of membership 
from these four brethren.”’ 

This issigned by the above’ named com- 
mittee. 

Here again the affair passed into new hands, 
for in accordance with the recommendation 
of the committee, a meeting of the church 
was called, the object in view being a trial of 
the offending quartette. 

THE MATTER EXCITED CONSIDERABLE 
TEREST, 

and as the time for the trial approached it be- 

came the all-absorbing topic of conversation 

among the members of the church. 

Long before the time for trialcame the 
church was crowded, and in the doorways and 
on the outside pronyps of excited men and wo- 
men were diseussing the matter pro and con. 

At 7 o'clock prompt the pastor of the church 
called the meeting to order, stated the pur- 
pose of the meeting, appointed Bros. Kershaw 
and Smith ; prosecuting attorneys, and the 
great trial was fairly under way. 

The quiet which bad prevailed at first soon 
gave way to boisterous comments from the 
congregation. 

It was everybody's debate. 

Jack Huggins was first tried. Jack is an 
intelligent young mulatto of some 23 or 24 
years, and as he rose to make his statement he 
was greeted with mingled hisses, laughter and 
applause. Huggins did not deny the specifica- 
tion, but asked to be allowed to withdraw. 
This was denied, and Huggins then made a 
breezy address of some minutes’ duration. At 
the close of this, by arising vote he was 

DISMISSED FROM MEMBERSHIP, 

the vote standing 49to 14. The sentiment of 
the majority was strongly against the tailor, as 
was evidenced by such cries as ‘*Tarn him 
out,’ *‘Fire him,’’ ‘‘Rats,’’ etc., etc., when 
those in-fayor of retaining him were called 
upon to stand up. Two colored teachers in the 
pace schools were, it is: understood, particu- 
arly demonstrative in this and the subsequent 
voting. The women were allowed to vote, but 
by no means all the members voted, several 
refusing to rise in support of either side. 

Huggis retired. 

TWO MOKE BOUNCED. 

Mich Mitchell camenext. His trial was a 
little more than a repetition of that of Hug- 
gins, except that Mich made few remarks, and 
those were more argumentative than those of 
Huggins. The church decided by a voie of 
about 40 to 11 that Mich was no longer a mem- 


IN- 


| ber, and Mich retired. 


Then came Harper, the hackman so well- 
known about the Union Passenger depot, 
liarper asked, as Huggins and Mitchell had 
done, for permission to resign. This was de- 
nied, and Harper shared the fate of his pre- 
decessors. 

OLD DOUGHERTY WINS. 

Then came Dougherty Hutchins, the barber. 
The old darky rose and asked for the charge. 
It was read as quoted above—drunkenness and 
abusive language being the specifications. His 
defense was amusing, and withal successful. 
He denied being drunk, and proceeded to 
defend the language he had used. ‘Mr. 
Moderator,’’ said Dougherty in a tremulous 
voice, ‘for forty-one years has I been.a citizen, 
and if any man or woman can say that in that 
time I have been seen drunk on the streets or 
in a house of ill-repute, let ’em stand up!’’, 

Not a member rose. Dougherty had taken 
the bull by the horns. The old man proceeded 
atsome length ina similar strain, and then 
directed his eloquence against the second 
specification. His conciliatory policy was 
taking, and when the old man hall finished, 
the rising vote was in his favor. Just here, a 
discussion arose as to advisability of keeping 
the matter out of the papers—the unanimous 
sentiment being in favor of keeping the mat- 
ter quiet. 

WHAT THEY SAY OF IT. 

The cast of the die by no means ended the 
discussion, and today the various members in- 
terviewed talked freely, despite the tacitly un- 
derstood policy of silence to which the church 
had committed itself. 

Elder Fuller gave his views upon the matter 
atsome length. He distinguished between vot- 
ing for antj-prohibition and working for it, and 
claimed that the three members were dismissed, 
not for voting, but for working. When asked 
for es the elder solemnly enumerated 

ous speeches more or less ‘‘anti,”” and de- 
clared that the members had broken their 
covenant, and were justly punished. 

The Rey. Mr. Kent was seen at his home, at 
the cornerof Calhoun and Houston streets. 
The pastor was at first reticent, but finally con- 
cluded to give his views fully. He likewise 
made the distinction between voting and work- 
ing for the cause. : 

‘Is there a positive rule, doctor, against a 
church member voting or working for anti- 
prohibition ?’’ '
